I RISE TO REMARK 


By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


As you all know, the Atomic 
Energy Commission is one of 
the 44 agencies which come to 
our subcommittee for its b u d g ­ 
et. We have had to be in touch 
with recent developments, and 
we were all vitally Interested 
in the so-called ''H-bomb" test 
in the Pacific. I wanted to see 
that actual test, but it w as in 
the middle of our hearings and 
I could not get away. Later, the 
Commission brought down the 
film of the explosion, in color, 


which took over an hour to run, 
and in which certain parts were 
"restricted," that is. not for p u b ­ 
lic release. 
We encouraged the Commis­ 
sion to have a shorter film pre 
pared, releasing som e previous­ 
ly restricted items, and cutting 
out a lot of the incidental m a ­ 
terial. It runs about 30 minutes, 
in color, and words can 
not 
describe the color combinations 
created by the explosion, nor 
the 
terrific spectacle 
it pro­ 


duced. The film Is 1G mm. I 
felt it would be so interesting 
at home that I purchased one 
the films from the Commission 
and. will m ake it available to 
any 
group, 
luncheon 
club, 
school, civil 
defense unit, or 
o t h e r 
organization, 
without 
charge. The film will be ready 
about the 1st of May. 
There is nothing “political’ 
about it. Your Congressman a p ­ 
pears in the film only to call 
your attention to the needs of 
Civil Defense, and very briefly 
at that. The President also ap- 
nears, voicing again his hopes 
for world safety and united se­ 
curity. 


ANY GROUP INTERESTED in 
seeing the film can 
arrange 


for it by writing this office, or 
better yet, by writing Mr. Harry 
C. Harper, 
Room 202 Mission 
Inn Rotunda. Riverside. I know 
he will be willing to handle 
this, and th at will m ake it more

the 
time required for m aking up a 
schedule. I feel it is well worth 
seeing. 
You never know, when you 
work at a job like this, just 
what will blow up into contro­ 
versy. 
Something 
you 
think 
may 
become an 
issue 
rolls 
t h r o n g h without argument. 
Then 
something 
you 
hardly 
thought about in committee, u n ­ 
expectedly builds up to a first- 
class hassle. I am now on the 
receiving end of one of th e 


latter argum ents. 
The federal government a p ­ 
propriates 
money 
for s l u m 
clearance, which 
I 
prefer to 
think about as slum preven­ 
tion. We are in favor of this 
program, and I think person­ 
ally that a lot of people who 
think they are in favor of " p u b ­ 
lic housing" are really a little 
confused between the two pro­ 
grams. The basic law requires 
that, w h en federal money is 
spent to help clear an area, 
which is all we do at the start, 
at least half of the final result 
must be residential. We do a l­ 
low churches, 
schools, stores, 
banks, 
a n d 
other 
facilities 
which the law politely groups 
under the expression, “predom ­ 


inately 
residential 
uses 
and 
incidental uses normally essen­ 
tial for residential uses.” 


SOUNDS SIMPLE, doesn't it? 
W hat started the row w as that 
the 
New 
York 
City 
housing 
authority, 
desiring 
to 
build 
a 
g re a t coliseum, which 
no 
doubt New York needs, decided 
to e d g e in on this slum clear­ 
ance money a n d clear a "slum 
area" 
on part of which the 
coliseum would be built. The 
trouble was 
that, w hen the 
final 
"residential 
area" 
was 
figured up, it was less than 
5 0'i of the original area. Now 
listen to this: the N.Y. housing 
authority, to meet this diffi­ 
culty. decided that since there 


W’ould be a large garage under 
the 
proposed 
coliseum 
and 
since 
residcsnts 
of 
the 
area 
would undoubtedly keep cats in 
that garage, it might properly 
he 
considered 
"residential." 
This 
brought 
the 
percentage 
over the 50' n mark! 
We said in our bill that we 
didn't w ant a n y more expendi­ 
tures of taxpayers' money on 
such evasive grounds. I think 
the tax p ay ers will all be on 
our side; W e haven’t enough 
money to throw it around like 
that 
and 
there are 
genuine 
slum s to be cleared. I forgot to 
say that this "slum” area in 
New York contains the 22 story 
M anufacturers Trust Company 
office building, in good condi- 
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tion, and also the theater from 
which 
CBS originates its TV 
shows. Some slum! 
The New York authority is 
attacking the Congress, and me 
personally, for suggesting that 
they stay within the law, and 
has apparently aroused fears in 
various other city authorities. 
Never 
a 
dull 
moment 
in 
W ashington these days!
